The 
evening waa very wot and agan ‘appropriate 
accompaniment to the lecture the towa was 
flooded, and served os an jllustration, if 
one was wanted, of the inadequacy of the 
drainage system to carry off the rain water 
aftor a heavy shower of -min. The 
Calcutta drainage question is of first claus 
engincaring  difticulty, of great administra- 
tive and-publio interest, and of the highest 
importance to the welfare of the residenta. 
Mr Huglies ancceeded im placing: it clearly 
and concisely before the pablie.
